Confronted with the realization 
that a $1,200,000 bond issue. would 
commit all of Menlo Park’s. sales 
tax receipts for the next 20 years, 
the city council Tuesday night de- 
cided to take only the issue of the 
$600,000 Willow road underpass to 
the voters in April. Other projects 
will be built on a pay-as-you-go 
plan. 

Engineering consultant and 
former City Manager Cecil Long- 
son advised councilmen that the 
city could count on $100,000 an- 
nual revenue from sales tax re- 
ceipts for capital improvements. 
He pointed out that a $1,250,000

capital improvement projects: 


completion of recreation areas, 
estimated at $300,000; a commu- 
nity youth center, at $150,000; a 
new police station at $150,000 and 
the Willow road underpass, at 
$600,000. 


There was no question during 
the council session Tuesday, 
that the Willow underpass— 
topic for heated controversy last 
spring—should be put to a vote 
of the people next April. 

Councilman Ira Bonde referred 
to the other suggested improve- 
ments as “needed now,” and con- 
ducted a continuous probe to de- 
termine how they might be fi- 
nanced so that construction could 
start in the immediate future. 

Alternative methods of finane- 
ing suggestedby ‘Longson-includ- 
ed use of property tax; and getting 
short term loans from the bank, at 
2 to 3 per cent interest. 


Mayor William Lawson firmly 
opposed any change in the present 
tax rate to finance capital im- 
provements. Said he: 


“We'll be lucky if we can keep 
up with increased governmental 
costs. Any increase in assessed 
valuation in the future will be off- 
set with increases in costs.” 
GETS SUPPORT 

His point was supported by 
other councilmen, who also agreed 
to the need for purchase of fu- 
ture parks in the newly annexed 
Sharon Estates and Stanford 
areas. 

Possibility of borrowing money 
from the bank for one, or more, 
of the needed improvements was 
discussed at length. The council 
noted that only $50,000 would be 
available from sales tax receipts 
each year to pay back bank loans, 
provided the Willow underp 
bond gets voter approval. No 
cision was reached on which of the 
three proposed improvements 
should be given first priority— 
should the city decide to embark 
on the short term borrowing plan. 


City Manager John R. John- 
son pointed out that each capital 
improvement would add operat- 
ing and maintenance costs to 
| the city government which in- 
| evitably would have to come 
from the basic tax. 


| The manager reminded the

{ballot in November—if passed— 

would allow Menlo Park to finance

It’s the one week of the year during which the makers of 
i». these strange, flimsy and more or less enlightening sheafs of 
paper call attention to their product, in their own columns. 

~~ “It’s not a time for chest-pounding, or for self-congratulations. 

It’s a time for a look backward and a look forward: 

Looking backward, we can see what shortcomings we've had; 
; looking forward, we can see that the job ahead isn’t going to be 
any smaller than it was. 

On the weekly newspaper level the job is, essentially, 
that of providing a mirror in which a community can sec it- 
self. But a weekly newspaper must also be a record of history, 
and it must also take its place in the ranks of publications 
which justify the confidence shown by the Founding Fathers 
who guaranteed freedom of the press. 

Maybe, in its little niche, the weekly newspaper doesn’t
